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CENTURY STATION 


At approximately 0110 hours on April 28, 2006, deputies from Century Station used 
force to arrest an auto burglary suspect, which resulted in the suspect sustaining 
injuries of a fractured facial eye orbital. 


Deputies Tony Guerrero and Travis Dowdy, unit 216F, and Joaquin Rincon and 
Jefferson Chow, unit 216D, were dispatched to a call of an auto burglary in progress 
on Maie Avenue. Information in the call indicated a male Hispanic was burglarizing a 
red car. 


Deputies Guerrero and Dowdy arrived at the scene first and saw Suspect Corea 
leaning into a red Mazda sedan. The driver's door was open and the suspect was 
partially inside the car as if attempting to retrieve an object. A bicycle was lying in the 
street next to the open car door. Guerrero and Dowdy stopped their patrol vehicle 
behind (south of) the suspect and approached him on foot. 


When Deputy Guerrero was within five feet of Suspect Corea, Corea suddenly 
became aware of his presence, withdrew from the car, and took a step backward to 
flee. Deputy Guerrero noticed the strong odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from 
Corea’s breath and person and grabbed Corea’s right wrist to prevent his escape. 


Suspect Corea immediately attempted to jerk his arm free from Guerrero’s grasp. 
Deputy Dowdy approached Corea from behind and grasped his left arm in an attempt 
to control it, but Corea continued to resist by wrenching he arms away from the 
deputies. Deputy Dowdy punched Corea once with his fist on the right side of 
Corea’s body. Corea broke free of the deputies’ grasps, and Guerrero grabbed 
Corea at the waist with both arms. Corea began swinging his arms violently an 
continued to try to run from the deputies. 


As Guerrero and Dowdy were wrestling with Corea and attempting to gain control of 
him, Deputies Rincon and MiB arrived at the location. 


All four deputies became engaged in a wrestling Corea to the ground while he 
continued to resist. During the struggle Deputy Rincon punched Corea twice with 
his fist on the left side of his ribs. The deputies were dragged off-balance behind the 
car and toward the sidewalk as Corea tried to escape. They tripped on the curb, and 
they and Corea fell forward onto the sidewalk. When they fell, Suspect Corea struck 
his face on the curb, and the deputies landed on top of him. 


Corea continued to resist by swinging his arms and kicking at the deputies. He 
kicked at Deputy Rincon, landing a blow to his right hand. Deputy| got on top 
of Corea to prevent him from standing up, and applied a carotid restraint. Corea 
stopped resisting, and Deputy Guerrero gained control of Corea’s right arm, Deputy 
Rincon gained control of the left, and they handcuffed him. 


The deputies immediately placed the suspect on his side and monitored his 
breathing and consciousness, and paramedics were summoned to the scene to 
administer emergency first aid. 


Suspect Corea was transported to St. Francis Medical Center, Lynwood, where he 
was examined and diagnosed with a fracture to his right facial orbital bone. He was 
also determined to have been drinking rubbing alcohol, and was held for observation 
for his intoxication. 


Deputy Rincon sustained a minor injury to his hand. 


On December 21. 2006 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MMP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 

MMP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force and MMP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by the deputies was reasonable and 
necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MMP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by the deputies in this incident were within Department Policy.

On April 28, 2006, at approximately 01 10 hours, Century Station Deputies iE Travis 
Dowdy, Tony Guerrero, and Joaquin Rincon were involved in an altercation with a male suspect 
who was uncooperative and resisted arrest for attempting to burglarize a vehicle (See EXHIBIT A). 
During the struggle, all four deputies and the suspect fell on the sidewalk, causing the suspect to fall 
face first and the deputies to fall on top of him. The suspect was transported to Saint Francis 
Medical Center, where it was determined he sustained a right medial orbital wall fracture. 


On April 28, 2006, at approximately 1106 hours, Sergeant Gregory Key of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau, responded to Saint Francis Medical Center regarding the use of force incident. On 
September 13, 2006, this force review was re-assigned to Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant, 
Rossanna Taylor. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from reports and other 
documents regarding Century Station File #406-06791-2176-145, and suspect interview. (See 
EXHIBITS A - I)

A canvass of the surrounding residential area was conducted by Century Station personnel. 
No witnesses to the use of force were located. 


Injuries 


Suspect Corea was transported to the emergency room of Saint Francis Medical Center, 
which is located at 3630 Imperial Highway, Lynwood, Ca., 90262 (Telephone # [310] 900- 
4525), where he was examined by Doctor Patricia Wong (EXHIBIT J). 


Doctor Wong said Suspect Corea sustained a right medial orbital wall fracture, right knee 
contusions, soreness to the nose and probably rubbing alcohol poisoning, refer to Exhibit 
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H and I, Digital Photographs and Saint Francis Medical Center Medical Records of 
Suspect Corea, respectively. 


When asked if the orbital wall fracture was consistent with falling to the ground, Doctor 
Wong responded, “I guess so, I’m not sure. Usually it’s more like a punch, but he doesn’t 
have any swelling there, so I’m surprised it’s broken.” 


Deputy Rincon sustained an abrasion and swelling to his right pinky finger (See 
Miscellaneous Document for photographs).

All four deputies used verbal commands, personal weapons (hands/arms), and control holds, while 
Deputyfiilpaivonatty used the carotid restraint to restrain the Suspect. 


Suspect Corea was uncooperative, resistive, under the influence of an alcoholic beverage, and used his 
arms and legs in an attempt to avoid arrest and/or handcuffing.

On April 28, 2006, Suspect Corea was arrested for 664/487(d) PC, Attempt Grand Theft Auto, 69 PC, 
Obstruct Peace Officer in Performance of Duties, and 243(6) PC, Battery on a Peace Officer. Century 
Station Detective Corey Walker, N: the assigned investigator and said on July 27, 2006, the 
District Attomey dismissed all the charges in lieu of three opened probation violations, which he, 
subsequently, received 40 months of state prison time for. 


Lighting and Weather Conditions 


-The incident occurred at 0110 hours on April 28, 2006, and it was dark with only minimal artificial 
lighting provided by overhead street lights. The weather was clear and dry. 


Involved Employee Statements 


The narratives which follow are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
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Deputy ME 0-23-06, 1447 his, at IAB 


Deputylfarticulated substantially the same as in his initial report (EXHIBIT C), which he said 
js a true and accurate account of the incident. HB added as he and his partner, Deputy Rincon, 
were approzching the scene while still inside their patrol car, he could see the deputies (Dowdy and 
Guerrero) already on scene were in a fight with the suspect. He said upon his arrival at the scene, he 
could immediately smell a strong odor of rubbing alcohol in the air. He said when he engaged in 
assisting the deputies, the suspect tried to get away, tripped on the sidewalk, and fell to the ground, 
face down, with all the deputies inadvertently falling on top of the suspect. He said the suspect 
continued to resist while on the ground, and it appeared the suspect was very strong considering the 
stature of all the deputies present. 


Once on the ground with the suspect EE saic he saw Deputy Rincon punch the suspect twice in 
the torso ae due to the assaultive, high risk situation at hand, he got on top of the suspect, 
who was laying face down on the ground, spitting and yelling things in Spanish he could not 
understand, and administered the department’s carotid restraint on the suspect, while still giving the 
suspect commands to stop resisting in English. He said he could now smell a strong odor of alcohol 
coming from the suspect. He said the suspect kept resisting, was extremely strong and was 
overwhelming him. He said he was at a point where he felt his arm muscles begin to feel fatigued. 
He said the suspect ‘went out’ for about one to two seconds and Deputy Rincon was able to put only 
one handcuff on the suspect before the suspect regained consciousness and began resisting and 
flailing his hands again. said fearing the suspect could now be armed with a handcuff on one 
of his wrists, as he = carotid restraint. Deputy Rincon was then able to totally 
handcuff the suspect, so he immediately stopped the second carotid restraint. 


| he did not see any deputy use any other force or any impact weapon on the suspect. 


Deputy Travis Dowdy, 11-01-06, 1332 hrs, at IAB 

Deputy Dowdy articulated substantially the same as in his initial report (EXHIBIT D), which he said 
is a true and accurate account of the incident. Dowdy added he and his parmer, Deputy Guerrero, 
were assigned a burglary now call, and upon their arrival, they saw a male fitting the description of 
the call, inside the driver’s side of the car. 


Dowdy said Guerrero approached the suspect first and immediately attempted to grab one of his arms, 
but the suspect swung his arms away. He said upon his approach, he also tried to grab the suspect’s 
arms, and zgain the suspect swung his arms away. He said at this time, he punched the suspect once 
to his torso, but it had no effect on the suspect. 


Dowdy said upon and Rincon’s arrival, they were all engaged in a struggle with the struggle, 
which caused the suspect to fall onto the sidewalk, first face, with the rest of them falling on top of 
him. He said the suspect kept fighting/resisting/kicking, He said he believed Rincon sustained an 
injury to his hand from the suspect’s kicking. He said then got on top of the suspect’s back and 
performed a carotid restraint. He said it seemed to have worked and the suspect was handcuffed 
without further incident. He said he was surprised at the suspect’s strength due to the deputies heights 
and weights. He described the suspect as a ‘little guy.’ 


Dowdy said he did not see any other deputy use any other force or impact weapon on the suspect. 
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Deputy Tony Guerrero,10-23-06-06, 1535 hus, at IAB 

Deputy Guerrero articulated substantially the same as in his initial report (EXHIBIT B), which he 
said is a true and accurate account of the incident. Guerrero added he and his partner, Deputy 
Dowdy, were the first to respond to the scene and saw a male Hispanic inside the driver’s side of a 
red vehicle, appearing to burglarize it. Guerrero said upon his initial contact with the suspect, he 
smelled the odor of alcohol coming from the suspect, and the suspect looked startled. As he 
immediately grabbed the suspect’s right wrist, the suspect spun around and knocked him (Guerrero) 
down with the swinging of his left arm. He said his partner tried to grab the suspect’s left wrist, but a 
struggle ensued. He said as he then grabbed the suspect’s waist, assisting unit and Rincon 
arrived. Guerrero said all the deputies present were then involved in a struggle with the suspect, 
which caused them all to unintentionally stumble on to the sidewalk, with the suspect hitting the 
ground first with his face. He said the suspect kept swinging his arms and kicking his legs while on 
the ground., and believes Rincon got kicked by the suspect. 


Guerrero said en positioned himself on the suspect’s back, while the suspect was face down, 
and administered the carotid restraint. He said he was then able to apply his handcuff on the 
suspect’s right hand, but the suspect regained consciousness and kept kicking his legs. He said 

tried to administer the carotid restraint again, but deputies were able to handcuff both arms at that 
time. HE iscontinied his second attempt. 


Guerrero said the suspect was small, about 5'05" and no more than 130 Ibs., but was ‘super strong, 
and was tossing him and his partners all over the place. He said although he (Guerrero) speaks and 
understands Spanish, he could not understand a word the suspect was yelling. 


Guerrero said he did not see Rincon, nor any other deputy use any other force or use any impact 
weapon on the suspect. 


Deputy Joaquin Rincon, 10-23-06, 1420 hrs, at LAB 

Deputy Rincon articulated substantially the same as in his initial report (EXHIBIT E), which he said 
is a true and accurate account of the incident. Rincon added as he and his partner, Deputy| 

were approaching the scene, he could see the deputies (Deputies Dowdy and Guerrero) already on 
scene were in a fight with the suspect. Rincon said as he approached the other deputies and the 
suspect, he immediately assisted in giving the suspect verbal commands to stop fighting/resisting in 
both English and Spanish, and in trying to gain control of the suspect’s arms, but the suspect 
continued to ignore all orders and kept resisting. He said the suspect kept trying to get away, swing 
his arms and continued to fight. 


Rincon said the suspect was yelling and screaming in Spanish, but he (Rincon, a Spanish speaking 
deputy) could not understand a word. Rincon said he smelled a strong odor of alcoho! coming from 
the suspect. He said since the suspect kept resisting, he punched him twice in his rib cage to gain 
control, but they were ineffective because the suspect kept fighting. He said as the suspect tried to 
forcibly walk away, the suspect’s momentum took everyone forward toward the ground on the 
sidewalk. Rincon said he and the other deputies all fell on top of the suspect, who hit the sidewalk, 
face first. He said the suspect continued to fight and kick, and as he tried to grab one of his legs, the 
suspect kicked him on his right hand, causing an abrasion/contusion (Miscellaneous Documents). 


Rincon said since the deputies could not get the suspect’s arms behind his back, Depuy M: -: on 


the suspect’s back, while the suspect was face down on the ground, and applied the carotid restraint, 
which allowed him (Rincon) to place only one handcuff on the suspect before he regained 
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consciousness and kept fighting/resisting. He said Dept ttempted a second carotid restraint, 
but Deputy Guerrero was able to handcuff the other hand, so immediately stopped his second 
attempt. 


Rincon said he did not see any other deputy use any other force or use any impact weapon on the 
suspect.

Corea, Mario, Bkg, # 9021863, transient 

Suspect Corea was interviewed by field sergeant, Sergeant Charles Calderaro, Bi: 2168, at 
the scene on April 28, 2006, at approximately 0153 hours (EXHIBIT K). Corea was under the 
influence of an alcoholic beverage and not coherent. When asked what had happened, Corea 
mumbled, “I don’t know.” When asked if he had injuries, Corea mumbled, “No.” When asked if he 
had been drinking, Corea mumbled, “Yes.” When asked again if he was injured, Corea 
mumbled/nodded, “Yes.” 


Suspect Corea was also interviewed Sergeant Gregory Key, at Saint Francis Medical Center on April 
28, 2006, at approximately 1106 hours {EXHIBIT K). Corea was more coherent by this time and 
was asked questions with the use of an interpreter, Sergeant Teresa Anderson, a Century 
Station. When asked what happened the night before when deputies used force, Corea responded, 
“They didn't fight with me.” When asked what happened, Corea responded, “I entered a car thinking 
it was my girlfriends’ and it wasn’t hers. When [ exited the car end tired to get on my bike, the cops 
took me. I was very drunk.” When asked how he got the injury to his face, Corea responded, “I can’t 
tell you. I either fell off my bike or the deputies hit me.” When asked if he remembered the deputies 
hitting him, Corea responded, “There were abou 8 to 10 deputies, I don’t know. They didn’t hit me, 
they just arrested me. I told them I didn’t do anything wrong.” When asked if he remembered 
fighting with the deputies, Corea said, “No.” When asked what he had been drinking, Corea 
responded, “3-4 beers and a little Tequila.”
